An examination of the study of 
humanities in Russia by the Uni- 
versity of Toronto Quarterly was 
labelled "Russian propaganda" 
by the head of Toronto's depart- 
ment of Slavic studies, Or. Geor- 
ge Luckyj, and by Dr. Frank An- 
cevitch of the School of Graduate 
Studies. 

Dr. Luckyj charged that the 
Quarterly- had printed -official 
Russian doctrine in a university 
publication without any editorial 
explanation. He also accused the 
Quarterly of neglecting to con- 
sult with Slavic scholars at the 
University of Toronto and in- 
stead, working through the Rus- 
sian embassy. 

"There are a great deal of sta- 
tistics in the Quarterly," Dr. Luc- 
kyj stated, "but ijo indication of 
what the actual content of their 
study of the humanities is like".

tuition fees. We are ourselves 
in the process of formu'nting a 
plan whereby needy students 
could benefit from - bursaries 
sponsored by the A.S.U.S. but 
administered by the University." 
he said. 

E.U.S. President, George Dos- 
jardins, considered the meetings 
"valuable" in that they make for 
"warmer feeling between facul- 
ties". He believes there is a 
definite correlation between the 
facts that engineering fees are 
up and the enrolment down. 
There arc 120 fewer students in 
first year engineering this year 
than last year. 

President of the M.U.S., James 
Maynard, was of the opinion that 
regular meetings with the Stu- 
dents' Society head were "neces- 
sary for interchanges of ideas".

fact that nowhere had the Quart- 
erly admitted that every Ilussian 
student, regardless of his course, 
must study the philosophy of 
Marx and Lenin. 

Dr. Ancevitch said in a letter 
-to the Toronto "Varsity" that 
skillful Communist propagand- 
ists" had used the Quarterly's 
hospitality to hide deliberately 
from Canadian readers the ob- 
jective truth about Soviet human- 
ities". 

Professor W, D. B. Grant, edit- 
or of the Quarterly, said that 
these charges were "absolutely 
fallacious". However, he conced- 



ed that the 10 articles written by 
leading Soviet scholars had "to 
be read intelligently". 

He answered Dr. Luckyj's char- 
ge that they had obtained their 
Information solely through the 
Ilussian embassy by saying that 
they had 'decided to obtain the 
"very best men in each field" and 
could only do this through the 
embassy. 

He pointed out that Soviet 
achievements in science had been 
clearly demonstrated to the 
world. "Why should we not be- 
lieve they are doing as well In the 
arts?" he asked. . 



Canadian popularity abroad and 
everyone in the U.K. hails him 
as "a great Prime Minister of 
a great Commonwealth country". 

"After we had supported the 
paltry achievements of the Com- 
monwealth, Prime Minister Die- 
fenbaker had to go the United 
Kingdom to repair the damage", 
quipped Gameroff and Weir as 
they climbed into a car and went 
home for a well-deserved rest.

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Nurses Cope Well 
With Psychiatrics 



In spite of her preconceived 
fears of the mental ward of a 
«encrai hospital, "the average 
nurse manages to cope remark- 
ably well" in psychiatric nursing, 
sail Miss P. C. Pyke of the Allan 
Memorial Institute. Speaking at 
the first Canadian conference on 
nursing In psychiatric divisions 
of general hospitals, Miss Pike 
said that one of the fears the 
nurse "brings with her is the 
popular but false notion that all 
psychiatric staff members ore a 
little "mad" and that mental ill- 
ness is contagious. 

"Many people, too, expect to 
find the psychiatric patient 
mentally defective, although they 
know highly intelligent people 
who have had to be admitted to 
p;.vchiatric hospitals," Miss Pike 
su id. 

To offset these handicaps, the 
ignorai nurse has her positive 
basic nursing qualities such as a 



desire to help others, sympathy 
for their problems, intelligence, 
and, above all, intuition. 

Miss Pike warned, however, 
that the nurse must avoid a 
purely intellectual attitude to- 
ward her patient. She cited the 
case of the nurse who writes 
almost perfect examinations but 
who looks after her patients as 
if they were pages out of a 
textbook. 

She advised the nurse to have 
interests and social experiences 
broader than the narrow work- 
aday pattern. "Such self-limit- 
ing makes her bored and bor- 
ing." said Miss Pike, adding that 
a wide range of experience would 
enable a nurse to better help her 
patients. 

The conference has attracted 
nurses from the Maritimes, Que- 
bec, Ontario and as far west as 
Vancouver. 



Council Ousted In 
Revolution at UBC 



A mock overthrow of the Alma 
Mater Society, the University of 
British Columbia students' coun. 
ci i, was accomplished by a band 
of reformers, known as the Stu- 
dent Safety Committee, whose 
banner was a black claw. 

The revolution began with the 
incarceration of the members of 
(he Students' Council, who unfor. 
lunatcly later escaped. The re- 
formers then marched on the 
armouries and "seized military 
control." It was soon apparent 
that force would be unnecessary, 
as the students all enthusiastic- 
ally cheered the new regime. 

The Safety Committee imme- 
diately inaugurated several radi- 
cal reforms and the Students' 
Council was convicted of the fol. 
lowing crimes: (1) Student Lea- 
dership; (2) Meaning Well: (3) 
Trying Hard; (4) Attempting to 
be well liked. 

Listed among the financial re- 
forms is the new derivation of 
revenues from the pub and cock- 
tail lounge. The Safety Commit- 
tee also decided to abolish the 
English faculty and put the mem- 
bers to work collecting lunch 
bags, outlaw the wearing of be. 
rets in the French department 
and the wearing of wing collars 
in the Commerce department, to 
hand over the judging of future 
beauty contests to the Engineers. 

Significant of the "New Effi- 
ciency", the whole coup d'etat 



was completed during the lunch 
hour break. The revolutionary 
army then marched off to new 
quarters in the taproom of a 
fraternity house.

We all agree that McGill is in an extremely difficult 
financial position. The salaries of her professors are 
among the lowest in Canada while the average fees are 
approximately 250 dollars higher than those at any other 
university in the country. The existing facilities are inad- 
equate and the plans for future growth are unambitious 
as compared with the expansion programs of some of the 
rich American schools. 

While we all realize the situation and recognize its 
significance both for ourselves and the students of the 
future, we tend to be complacent and almost negligent as 
' far as changing the status quo is concerned. Something 
has to be done, we will all agree, but who is going to 
take the lead 

The opportunity foi - action has again arisen- and we 
must not permit it to pass us by. In an open letter to the 
student body, the President of the Students' Society has 
presented a review of some of the problems facing McGill 
as well as several suggestions which might be used in 
solving them. 

The problems, as outlined in the letter which appears 
elsewhere on this page, are three in number. First, we 
must realize that only in the Province of Quebec (naturally) 
do the universities not receive guaranteed or statutory 
grants from the provincial government. Statutory grants 
are allotod regularly by Jin net of Parliament on a per 
capita basis and the universities can count on them as part 
of a fixed annual income. The case in Quebec today is 
that, these grants are completely dependent on the whims 
of the party In powrr and the personal feelings of the 
Premier. 

The second of I' ose problems outlined in the article 
concerns the size of these grants from the Province. In 
comparison with those distributed in other parts of the 
country, the Quebec gifts are microscopic, even Western and 
Queen's get twice as much money as McGill. 

Federal grants, or rather their absence, is another 
important item which the President mentions. There is 
at present four million dollars in trust for McGill in an 
Ottawa bank — four millions which we need desperately. 
Not accepting this money was a serious mistake, we cannot 
afford to refuse any help at this time. 

To merely enumerate the problems which we at McGill 
face would be to do nothing. at all. There are ways to solve 
these problems ami what is needed is the co-operation of 
all students if these solutions are to succeed. We have 
an opportunity for action, we must not neglect it. 

The Forgotten. Ones 

The second anniversary of the Hungarian Revolution 
passed almost unnoticed in the Western press last week. 

* This was in sharp contrast with the emotion-laden 
articles which appeared s'.iortly after the October uprising, 
and on its first anniversary last year. 

The focus of Western eyes has been directed to South- 
East Asia, and Hungary has been forgotten. Revolutions 
have been forgotten before, and will be again. However, the 
people involved cannot forget so easily. The people in Hun- 
gary now, have had constant reminders from their Russian 
masters, but most pathetic of all are the 17,000 people in 
displaced person camps in Austria waiting for some country 
to take them in. 

If one compares the countries which took in refugees 
on a population basis, it is interesting to note that the 
United States falls somewhere at the bottom of the list. 
On the other band, small European countries like Switzer- 
land took in large numbers when compared with their pop- 
ulations. Canada and Australia also look in quite a few per 
capita. 

Unfortunately, North America began to feel the strains 
of the recession a short time after the first batch of Hun- 
garians arrived, and. popular opinion turned against the 
newcomers, and the thought of taking in any more. 

■ That these people are still on the conscience of the West 
is. illustrated by the fact that the U.S. offered to take in 
three thousand more after the executions of Imre Nagy and 
his associates were made public. The Western powers may 
find many excuses for not intervening with a military force 
in October 1956, but 17,000 people- without a country are 
hard to explain. ' . 
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Open Letter to All McGill

. . Several months have passed since the students 
of the Province ot Quebec united in boycotting 
lectures for one day last March. Unfortunately 
since then the 'underlying circumstances which gave 
rise to that action have not changed. 

The Provincial government still shows no 
intention o( giving statutory grants to the 
universities, and the universities are still precluded 
from accepting Federal grants. The students of 
Quebec are forced to pay the highest fees in the 
country while their professors 
are forced to accept lower salar- 
ies. Higher education in this 
Province is being strangled. The 
lime has once again tome for 
the students of this province to 
turn their attention to the 
university problem. 

For us, at McGill, not only has 
the situation not improved : it 
has deteriorated. The Board of Governors has felt 
it necessary to, raise the fees at our university once 
again, in order to meet running expenses. Thus 
we, who had already been paying the highest fees 
of any university in Canada, have been made to 
shoulder an added burden. This has undoubtedly 
had serious consequences on the students at McGill. 
Some have been forced to discontinue studies ; many 
have to make more sacrifices in order to attend. 
Enrolment for the first time since the war has not 
Increased. 

ENROLMENT DOWN 

It is significant that there arc 120 less students 
starting in first year Engineering this year than 
last. Significant also is the fact Royal Victoria, 
College for the first time in many years has vacant 
rooms. ' Employment, both summer and part-time, 
has been harder to find. In terms of figures, the 
average yearly tuition fee is Approximately $250 
higher at McGill than at any other Canadian 
university. In addition to trie tuition fee, it is 
estimated, that a student spends SflOO thus bringing 
his total expenses to $1,450. Since summer earnings 
have not been Increasing, the gap to be filled is 
an ever growing one. Bursaries arc far from 
adequate. If a student's parents cannot meet his 
financial burden, he Is forced to cither secure 
part-time employment or discontinue his studies. 

LOW SALARIES 

• 

In brief, the implications for McGill generally 
are grave. The students have to pay exceptionally 
high fees, and yet, in spite of this, the university 
is still anticipating a deficit. Our professors are 
still receiving low salaries, and the temptation to 
leave for better paying posts either at other 
universities or in industry is therefore high. The 
quality of teaching must as a result decline and 
McGill's reputation accordingly". Some may argue 
that we must pay for quality ; but, realistically, 
can we get quality while paying lower salaries 7 
To those educators of principle who have stayed 
on at McGill we are exceedingly grateful. But we 
should realize that they have done so in spite of 
the low remuneration. Also the higher fees have 
meant that McGill cannot serve many of the Quebec 
Community who are academically competent but 
financially limited. It is not the academic standard 
of McGill that is being raised ; it is the financial 
one. 

It is our responsibity as students, therefore, 
first to understand the situation and then to act 
on it as best we can. Why is McGill in this 
position'/ The difficulties of the universities in 
Quebec must be laid at the door of the Provincial 
government. Higher education is not a political 
matter and should not be allowed to become one. 
The need for it in this age is too important for 
it to become subject to the chances of politics. 

NO STATUTORY GRANTS 

The first problem ii that in this Province, and 
this Province alone, the universities do not receive 
statutory grants. What exactly is meant by the 
term "statutory grants"? This means that the 
government allots by act of Parliament a certain 
sum "per capita" to the universities. In this, way, 
the grant which each university may receive from 
the government is fixed and can therefore be 
depended on In the income of the university, nor 
can it be changed by will, but onjy by amendment. 
The system et present In Quebec Is that the 



Premier decides arbitrarily what amount is to be 
given each' year to whom. The possible misuse ol 
this system is obvious — those who are in favour 
with the government are liable to get much higher 
grants than those who are not. This is certainly 
not a system that lends itself to Academic Freedom. 

The second question is the size of the Grants. 
Last year Ontario set aside $21 million for their 
universities and Premier Frost described university 
education as part of "Ontario's most important and 
absorbing problem". In Quebec Mr. Duplessis 
found only a quarter of tliat sum, and claimed that 
university education is. the parents' responsibility. 
McGill received ${100,000 as compared to the U. of 
Toronto's $11 million, Queens and Western $2 
million. McGill's grant is smaller than the first 
seven grants in Ontario. . . 

The third problem Is that of Federal Grants. 
There is at present in trust for McGill in Ottawa 
an amount In excess of $4 million. In all provinces 
except Quebec, universities have accepted these 
grants. Here, political stubbornness has prevented 
acceptance. The needs of the universities arc 
such that any money which is freely given should 
be accepted. The Premier's 1 refusal has deprived 
Quebec universities of much needed assistance. 
It is difficult to understtnd what he hopes to gain 
from this destructive attitude. 

PETITION TO ASSEMBLY " 

These then are the problems which confront 
the Quebec universities and their students. What, 
in fact, can be done ? It Is my belief that the 
student boycott last March did much to awaken 
the citizens of Quebec to the problems. At this 
time it is essential that those problems not be 
forgotten. The public must be kept aware of the 
issues. We have yet another legal means of 
presenting Justifiable grievances to the government: 
to petition the Legislative Assembly. 1 feel that 
such a petition should be made concerning statutory 
grants at the soonest possible moment. This will 
enable the university students of Quebec to have 
' their plight both heard and debated in the 
Legislature. The public will also have an opportunity 
of becoming better acquainted with the Issues at 
stake. 

The Premier has obviously been embarrassed- 
by student action, begun last year. We must, as 
a united group of university students in this 
province, continue our efforts until a just solution 
. is arrived at In meeting the perplexing problem of 
education iïi Quebec. 

THE FEE RAISE 

The problem of higher fees remains for us 
at McGill. At the time the Board of Governors 
was considering the fee raise last April a letter 
was written to them on behalf of the student body 
expressing concern at the proposed measures. In 
view of subsequent events the concern appears to 
have been well founded. It was estimated at the 
time that the resultant Increase of revenue would 
be some $700,000. However due to lower enrol mi nt 
in some faculties and to the portion set aside for 
scholarships, the actual increase appears to lie 
well under $500,000. As against this we must 
take into consideration the revenue lost if McGill 
had had its normal rise in enrolment, even grant- 
ing a recession year. Also, the expected Increase 
represents about one tenth "of the amount that 
lies in trust for the university with the National 
Conference of Canadian Universities. In view of 
these facts we may well ask if the fee raise" was 
justified. 

However, It is not enough for us as students 
to ask for a lowering of fees regardless of the 
financial predicament ot the University. At the 
same time, though, the increased fees have caused 
much hardship to many students. For this reason 
I feel that the student body request the Board of 
Governors to decrease the fees at McGill as soon 
as any relief comes to the University in the form 
of either Federal grants or Increased provincial 
grants. < The increase of fees which took place 
last year should not be taken for grantud and ac- 
cepted as permanent, but rather as an extraordinary 
measure to meet a temporary crisis. Should any 
relief be given by means of government funds, it 
is only right that some relief should be passed 
on to the students. 

To discuss these Issues a Students' Society meet- 
ing will be called on Tuçsday Nor. 11 .at 1 p.m. 
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In which Shaughnessy returns to the McGill scene — the muses 
are heard — Norn makes her debut, Kirk his exit — o long punt, 
seen through a glass, darkly — Finkelstein follows the ball — Nora 
proves, the wind being southerly, that she knows a hawk from a 
hacroplanc — an epitaph for three gay blades.

How Is McGill Financed?

DUDGET1NG for n university year is not an easy task, the Dailv learnt In a recent 
interview with Mr. George Grimson, Comptroller of McGill. The principal diff- 
iculty is to ensure that expenditures do not greatly surpass Income. However 

as Mr. Crimson pointed out, "the financial history of McGill is the record of a 

continuous struggle to keep the University operating and growing in n world of ever 

rising costs." : • ' 

At McGill, where the fiscal year 
runs from June 1st to May 31, 
planning for the budget begins 
as early as January. 

There are five main sources from 
which most universities draw their 
Income and the first step in bud- 
geting at McGill is to estimate the 
total for the forthcoming year. 
These five sources are interest on 
endowed funds, private and cor- 
poration donations, government 
subsidies, sponsored or assisted re- 
search funds, and tuition fees. 

Endowment income Ls the interest 
on funds which have been left to 
the University over the years lor 
investment purposes. Although the 
flow of funds Into McGill is sub- 
stantial this increase is partially 
olfset by the use of endowed funds 
to absorb deficits. Thus McGill's in- 
come from this source is fairly 
static and not subject to sudden 
fluctuations. Private and corpora- 
tion donations play a very sig- 
nificant role in the University's in- 
. - 



CRISIS IN QUEBEC 

. "How la McGill Financed?" 
is the first in a series of art- 
icles on the present financial 
crisis in universities' of this 
Province.

come contributing millions of 
dollars to public appeals for funds, 
the money being utilized in the 
endowment funds of the Univer- 
sity. 

Donations for specific purposes, 
although a small percentage of the 
total annual income, arc alsu im- 
portant. Another source of rev- 
enue at McGill is the Alma Mntcr 
Fund, which recently has been 
raising a quarter million dollars 
per year from graduates. 

Because of u clause in the Brit- 
ish North America Act giving pro- 
vincial authorities a prerogative in 
the field of education which Que- 
bec's government insists upon, the 
University can accept provincial 
but not federal grants for ordinary 
operating purposes. 

With the largest research pro- 
gramme of any university in Ca- 
nada, McGill naturally receives a 
substantial part of its income from 
funds provided for this purpose by 
the federal and provincial govern- 
ments, foundations, associations, 
corporations, and individuals. 

Income from tuition fees is on- 
other source of revenue but the 
tuition fees are raised by the Univ- 
ersity only when all other sources 
of income fail to meet the operat- 
ing expenses. 

Miscellaneous income, from lab- 
oratory services, produce sold by 
Macdonald College, income from 
the use of Molsnn Stadium by the 
Montreal Alouette football team,

and the like. Is also considered but 
in all only amounts to 4 per cent. 

Once the total probable income 
has been calculated the hard work 
still remains, that of estimating ex- 
penditures. 

Each department prepares its 
budget for the coming year and 
submits it to the dean of the facul- 
ty concerned.Aftcr thorough check 
by the Dean, estimates are for- 
warded to the Principal. Here 
again they are checked closely In 
order to keep expenditures down. 

A total of the proposed expend- 
itures is then compiled nnd com- 
pared to the estimated income. 
McGill does not succeed in bal- 
ancing its budget, but cannot ab- 
sorb too large a deficit. The next 
step is then an attempt at paring 
down expenditures to more closely 
approach the probable income. 
Maintenance is cut to a hare min- 
imum, nnd various departments 
may be asked to slash their bud- 
gets. 

However, main expenditure nt 
McGill Is staff salaries and these 
amount to about two thirds of the 
total. In a time of rising costs, Mc- 
Gill must frequently raise salaries 
in order to keep them in line with 
those of other large institutions. 
This is the only way n top-notch 
academic staff can be kept toget- 
her. 

Because of this extreme impor- 
tance of salaries it is hard to cut 
the overall expenditures by too 
large an amount. When a major 
salary Increase is instituted, no 
reduction elsewhere can offset the 
increase. 

When expenditures have been 
finally worked out at as low nn 
amount as possible and there still 
is too greet an excess over Income, 



the University's revenues must be 
increased in some manner. 

Although there have been two 
successive fee raises at McGill, It 
should be noted that 'deficits over 
the Inst three years total almost 
one million dollars, which had to 
be taken from the endowments. 

It is Interesting to compare 
McGill's income nnd expenditures 
with other Canadian institutions. 
The graph printed here compares 
McGill with the average of 30 Ca- 
nadian universities and colleges for 
the fiscal year 1056-57. 

Because McGill is a private 
university it will of necessity ob- 
tain more of its income from In- 
terest on endowed funds, nnd less 
in government subsidies. It should 
be noted, McGill can accept only 
provincial grants for ordinary oper- 
ations, a fact which also affects 
the comparison. 

While tuition fees at McGill for 
1950-57 compare favourably with 
the national average, being almost 
equal, two fee raises have since 
taken place, and will naturally af- 
fect the figures, ft is estimated 
that with the present fees the in- 
crease over 1956-57 wll be under 
13 per cent of the university's in- 
come. 

In the field of expenditure It 
should be noted that the cost of. 
administration nnd maintenance at 
McGill are both less than for 
the average Canadian Institution. 

Capital expenses are kept en- 
tirely apart from the operating 
costs nt McGill. The current cx-

And the 
Yates Trophy Is all but in the- bag for D»l» Whita's Toronto Blues ' 
for 1958, who last won it in 1054. 

We don't like to be sticklers for small points but since Varsity 
swamped Western' for the third time this season on Saturday, all 
wire services have been crediting the Yutes Clip to the Bloor Street 
gridJers. Actually the Redmen with the help of Queen's can throw 
these reports out the window. 

, The mathematical possibility is as follows: If (lie Redmen defeat 
the Blues in Toronto next Saturday and Queen's can do the same 
to Metr.as' London crew, McGill can forte a second place tie with 
Western and being the only club to beat Varsity can challenge them 
for the Intercollegiate title. We have no intentions of going overboard 
in calling this double victory but -it should at least make the season's 
final games that much more interesting. 

It was been twenty years since the Redmen have won a«titlc; 
It has probably been twenty times that the DAILY sports writers 
♦have taken up the old Brooklyn war cry of "wait until next year". 
We don't intend to be the 21st misguided sports staff but we do 
have to go along with Bruce Coulter who feels that the Redmen 
will give the other clubs a run for the money next year. 

Although it is farthest from our mind to try to alibi this past 
season's performance of the Redmen, the facts are "the facts. The 
Redmen have literally been a battered crew all season. For example, 
in Saturday's Queen's victory seven regulars were out. The team 
have given their best all season and only lost one game — the 210 
loss to Queen's a few weeks ago — which they should have won. 

COULTKR.DOKS WONDERFUL- JOB 
Most of this credit has to go to Bruce Coulter, With little 
material to work with, he has managed to keep the club going. As long 
as Coulter is around McGill, there will never be a football team 
Which lacks courage and drive. Coulter will eventually do "for McGill 
what his predecessors could not do, in spite of the fact that he 
might not have the material that his predecessors had. It is no 
tec-ret that if Coulter's predecessors would have been able to be 
: rcal football leaders, to have been capable of instilling real déter- 
mination and the ability to play together, we would not be suffering 
a 20-year championship famine. 
— ■ Visiting the Redmen dressing room after a contest makes one 
realize the effect Coulter has on his boys. Win or lose, injured or 
not, each is helping the other, congratulating each other. 

To have been a member of the 1058 edition of the Redmen was 
an honour no player would exchange even though in Hie win-loss 
column the figures are not that encouraging. To the players who 
are graduating thb spring, we arc sorry that they could not be a 
member of a title team, but they can take heart in the fact that 
their courage and determination will not go unforgotten. 

Fortunately Coulter will not be losing too many players through 
graduation. Those who have played their last game in Montreal 
include quarterback Dick .Carr from Beverley, Mass,' who is in last 
year Dentistry and who came to the Redmen from Columbia; John 
Mosher, defensive end who Is in Med.; halfback Steve O'Farrall out 
,.of Quebec City, an Engineer; end Joe Poirier — who has had try 
outs with the pro B.C. Lions and Norm Levy who is in last year 
Arts but who intends to return to Law.

Next season, the Redmen can go no place but tip. Johnny 
Roberts and Tom Stefl, both declared ineligible this season will be 
back.
